THE END OF A REPUBLIC 

The Declaration of Independence 
of various groups of people in Central 
Europe was made in Washington 
during the closing days of the World 
War.

The following nine-point program

RESOLUTION ON ALIENS 

Senator Capper of Kansas has 
again Introduced his Resolution in 
the Senate proposing a constitutional 
amendment to exclude aliens from 
being counted when determining 
membership in the House of Repre¬ 
sentatives. There are more than six 
million aliens in the United States 
and nearly one million four hundred 
thousand foreign born persons in 
New York state alone who are not 
citizens. 

Senator Capper shows that the Na¬ 
tional House of Representatives has 
33 members who represent these 
aliens. The cost to the National Gov¬ 
ernment of these 33 representatives, 
including salaries to themselves and 
their secretaries and other expenses, 
is upwards of $600,000 annually. 

The useless expense and useless 
addition in numbers to our already 
unwieldy national House of Repre¬ 
sentatives is farcical, to say nothing 
of the utter absurdity of maintain¬ 
ing a situation in that body where al¬ 
iens are, at least in theory, represent¬ 
ed. As pointed out by Senator Cap- 


Association, according to Secretary 
Holbrook, last year did a business 
totaling $198,756.00. “These loans,” 
he said, "are made for agricultural 
purposes, and repayments are made 
at the time when the member is 
best able to pay from the sale of 
crops or livestock or other operations 
financed.
